Ahe furthermore has the prospect of 
i«covering over $2,009 insurance on 
the death of her husband, who lost 
his life at the Gregory Vinegar plant 
adjoining the Texas «v. Pacific yard-* 
a little more than two years ago in 
saving the life of another 
negro, 
loth of them being employed at the 
I factory. 
The name of the negro whose life 
was saved was Nelson Johnson. 
He 
had gone down in a vinegar vat in 
v hich gas had formed to clean 
it 
Out, an dthe gas was so strong that 
it overcame him and he fell on the 
bottom 
unconscious. 
His 
fellow- 
employe started down to rescue him 
and some of the other nton warned 
him that he would run the risk of 
losing his own life, but he paid no 
heed. 
He went down a ladder 
to 
the bottom and tied a rope 
around 
Johnson and he was drawn up ami 
soon revived after the air had struck 
him. 
Engledove, however, after see­
